. CHAPTER FIRST :—Secriog Foun. 
SPIRITUAL MANIFESTATIONS OF THE FIST ERA, 


—— 


It was e grand truth uttercd by the Apostle 
that.“ the spirits of the propbels wero subject to 
tbe prophete," ‘Fhcy arc, and they ever have 
beeu, and hesce we may infer tbat the manifest: 
ations of this period were of the most rude and 
fantastic character. Let us for a momunt con- 
sider the effcet of these earthly lotlaences upon 
the manifeatations from spirits. 

There ie no more fruitful source of diseatisfac 
tloa, oven in this intelligent age, than the total 
ignorance and misunderstanding of these pbe- 
nomena as they appear smong us. Volumes 
might be written to show thu evils that have re- 
sulted entirely from this cause. Mow many 


mediums bavo suffered tortures an hundred fold 


worse than death, because they were not-under- 
stood aod uppreciatcd, and all those sweet and 
gentle influcncea which might bave blessed 
them and their associates, are turned to the bit. 
terest gall and wormwood by this ineans. The 
manitesta tions of the p: riod to which we allude, 
were altogether physical, aud sometimes y 


violent—the movement of ponderable bodies |. 


with or without tbe preseoce of mediums, was 
uite common by these strong physical spirits. 
beir manifestations entered large the 


copflic's which existed among Ubese rude sev-- 


ages, and from theev bas arisen the Idea among 
the ancient Jews and the Modern Christians, o 
* & God of batties.” There is a record in the 
Jewish scripturea in regard to the falling ot tbe 
walle ot Jericho at the sound of rams horns. 
This may have been true, or it may bavo come 
only from a tradition ; but at the period we are 
now coosidering, far more remarkable Fist cro 
manifestations. ies n the agency of spirits, 
occurred. Thise, who have witnesecd tbe vi- 
olent contortione of mcdiums, and the powerful 
Influence upon penderable bodies which are 
sometimes exhibited to day, may have some idea 
ofthe form of wanifestatiuos which occurred 
among these rude savage:. It shouk! be remem- 
bered, however, that the concentrated forces of 
humanity were upon the physical nature, both in 
this life aod In tbuse who passed into the inter- 
lor, aud hence the manifestations were much 
stronger. In many oftheir rude battles, the spir- 
dts tought much more effectively than the mor. 
tale, with their radeclube aud stones which were 
Uhelronly weapons. ‘The race at this period lived 
jn warm climates, which extended much farther 
North and South ttan they do at present. They 
were more or leísacattered over tbe entire circuit 
of these z DDE, 

The manifestations to which we have alluded, 
laid the foundations fora general belief in poly- 
theism. Wherever they found & manifestation, 
or even fancicd one, they offered up their obla- 
tions and prayed to that particular God, and 155 
ially 
when the preperes conditions as they often did 
without knowlog much ab ut it, was a strong 
confirmation that they wer: thus appvasiug the 
gods, and that, in return for this, many of the re- 
sulte, occurred. Other forms of manifesja'ion 
were common, especially during their ieasta and 
incantations, dabo s and rice. Thess 
brought the rude people together, avd it ts not 
to be wondered ant, that they inferred that the 
Rods were delighted with burnt cilerings aud 
secrifices. Finding that peculiar. pheaomens 
always occurred at certain feasia, they naturall 
concluded that tbe samc tuleler deity presided, 
end thus were they confirmed in polytheisin. 

Spiritual oanikatations frequently cevurred 
about tbe time of the death of an individual, aod 
tbis led to many superstitions. 

Toe peri] which we are now consiJering, 
extends over u inillion of years, cach unc of which 
was marked by many local cases of striking pe- 
cullarity, records ul which may now be traced 
VOU the psychometric power of certain spir- 

te re. 

But we deem this general summary sufficient. 
We approach now tbe ‘traditional period. It 
must be remembered that these periods are aot 
separated by any distinct linea. Another thought 
before we close this chapter — he spiritual man · 
itestatinns have MNT. characterized by the 
conditions ofthe age in which they occur, and at 
1bis period, they were much more rude and bois. 
terous than any thing wbicb either tradition or 
bistory bas transmitted tothe world —the violent 
maoitestations &moog the North American In- 
dians of whicb there are traditions, approximate 
toward these. bat never equalled them. 

The manifestations among sev 
and Lerberoos as these ante-traditional men, 
could not equal those of the tines we have. spok 
en, because & powerful restraining ioflacnce {is 
now placed upon tbe spirite, who make these 
physical manifestations.
